business of farming. Yet it must be 
admitted that there bat* been an unac- 
conntable dlBlncUnation oo the part ot 
the great masii of tbe people to devote 
themselves to an etiiploymeni at once 
tbe moat indopeodent, respectable, and 
Isorative. But we have already do- 
voted to general remarks too muoh of 
the space intended for the spbclalitj in 
dicated by tbe beading of this article. 
Tbe utility af Agricultural S"cietieB 
has become a furdamental article in tbe 
human creed. Look we toKnglaud, 
merry old Eagiand, and a pcricet, net- 
work of Agricultural associaiiun presents 
itself. What makes England ''merry''?

More Ihun one of these SocietioH nxists 
in this Colony ; crudely it is true, but 
still they exist. It is with tbe Victoria 
Agricultural Society that wo aro more 
immediately concerned. That Society 
has for several year.-i draL'god oat a sort 
of quasi-eiiHionco. This nb.sonco of 
vitality must bo in great pnrt aitribut 



that suchjan Exhibition cannot b* made 
Baooessfal without a liberal and varied 
prize list. To this list it is the duty— 
it is tJie interest—of every man , woman 
and child in this community to coutrid 
bate liberally, according to his or her 
means.

inil all this bu-^tle and progress will in- 
orease with the construouon ot tbe rail- 
way itself. Once the road is completed 
there will, of course, be the usual reac^ 
but that can only be momentary.

mosphero whiot), for eorae boors, bad been 
oppreesively wnrm. Tlie uppor rim of ihe 
sun first gave evidence of the approach of 
the visitor, which gradually but purely en- 
croached ut)iil at 14 minutes past 2, vrheo 
tbe eclipsB reached tbe period of its greateit 
obsooration aod oovered tbteciloattba or tbe 
face of Fboebas. A palOi siolcly, uoDatural 
light prevailed throDgbont, and the time oo > 
ou pied by tbe moon in' its journey across Iho 
disc of tbe soQ uolil it finally passed afl, was 
135 nuQUtef. Tho progress ol tlio pheno- 
menon wag wati;lied by eaf^or hnBdreda who, 
atmod with lelosuopes, or biisof emolsad or 
colored glae?, gathered on the aidowallis, or 
on tbe housetops to stare Phoebas out ol 
countenance. Mr. Homfray erected a fine

Wa learn from tbe J^ilaji Qaztttt that 
Ibe preieat aoiform end olothiog of the sol- 
diers in tbe British Army ia lo niidergo at 
onos sdmo alterations. The present light 
laoiq will gradcally fall ioto disQse, being, 
aooordiag to orders to be pobliabed, reserved 
for Queen's parades and purely special ocoa- 
iiona. A loose, bioiise-like, or "Norfolk" 
coat is to be isiued to tha troops, which will 
be worn on all duties, fatigues, and parades 
□anally oomprised in the soldier's routine of 
duty, A band ruoolog on the inside of the 
coat will draw it into Bgore, and add much 
to it» appearance. An improvement is also 
to be rnada in another artiolo, the shirt. 
About 20 specimens are to ha nt once issued 
to each rpgiment (or trial aod repoit. The 
material will bo a wixtoro o( cotton and 
wool in equal p'oporiions, and iu addition to 
the advaotugtfs of obeapoess, lightness, and 
lessened roughneas, tbe quality of not ihrinli- 
ingivill ba highly appreointad. The present 
jreat coal, which weigbs os much as 4lbs,, 
will be made much lighter, tnd it is also 
suggested that a waterproof oape might be 
advantageously added, to bo used with or in- 
depoodooily of tho coat iliiflf.
